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Dear Examiner Nerbun: 

In response to the Office Action of July 17, 2003, a response was 
due by August 17, 2003. A two month extension of time request 
accompanies this paper. 

1 . Of the embodiments offered the applicant provisionally elects the 
embodiment of Figure 46 if the Applicant is held to these embodiments. 

2. The applicant has indicated that the embodiment of Figure 44, 
which was not mentioned in the list of species illustrated by Figure 
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numbers of the 07/17/2003 would be the preferred provisionally elected 
embodiment. 

3. Further applicant urges that other embodiments are related to the 
embodiment of Figure 44 including the embodiments of Figures 45 and 
46 which also have forwardly projecting hooks, as well as the 
embodiment of Figure 46. 

Applicant therefore requests primarily that the embodiment of 
Figure 44 be elected as the primary provisional election and that the 
embodiments of Figures 45, 46, 47, and 43 be included. If the examiner 
agrees with the overall election of Figures 43-47, then this election can 
be considered as having been made without traverse. 

Claims which relate to the embodiment of Figure 43-47 include 
claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13, 14, 20, 21, 30, 31, 32, and 45 as relates 
to any one of the Figures 43-47, and additionally claim 5 relates to 
Figure 45, claim 6 to Figure 46, and claim 10 to Figure 47. 

If the Examiner limits Applicant to any one of the Figures 43-47 it 
will include claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13, 14, 20, 21, 30, 31, 32, and 
45. Allowing all of Figures 43-47 will include, in addition to claims 1, 
2, 3,4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13, 14, 20, 21, 30, 31, 32, and 45, claims 5, 6, & 10. 

The embodiment elected relates to a carrier for a sealing member with 
the carrier having the ability to be carried adjacent conventional eyewear. 
The embodiment elected best relates to Figure 44. 
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A request to extend time for two months is included, as well as a check
